Yeoman of Carpenters 1622 Wonders 
If Senator Smith Reverses Attitude 


W. Yeoman, member of Hayward 
Carpenters 1622, feels that he has 
documentary proof that U. S. Sena- 
tor Margaret Chase Smith, whose 
party, the Republican, is now criti- 
cizing President Truman for inter- 
vention in the steel crisis, has her- 
self argued that Government inter- 
vention is necessary at times. 

In July of 1949 Yeoman wrote to 
Senator Smith, criticizing an article 
in the Oakland Tribune in which 
she had contended the Government 
should take some action in the 
strike then on in Hawaii. 

Very soon Yeoman got a letter 
from Senator Smith in which she 


said that “Government intervention 
is neither anti-labor nor pro-man- 
agement—it is pro-public. Manage- 
ment is just as opposed to seizure 
as labor is to injunction.” 

Yeoman interprets this to mean 
that Senator Smith in 1949 felt 
there are times when Government ; 
has to adopt seizure tactics, just as 
it has claimed at times that it had 
to adopt injunction tactics. Yeoman 
wonders if “circumstances alter 
cases,” and if Senator Smith, along 
with many of her party, likes inter- 
vention if it helps management, 
but doesn’t like it if it is in the 
interest of working people and con- 
sumers.

Farm Workers Under ‘Reign of Terror’ 
‘At Schenley Grape Ranch; Mitchell“ 


DELANO, Calif. (LPA)—Charges 
that a “reign of terror is under 
way” on a 5000-acre grape ranch of 
the Schenley Distilling Corporation 
near here were made recently by 
H. L. Mitchell, president of the AFL 
National Farm Labor Union, Nearly 
100 farm workers were fired for 
union activity during the previous 
week and then were told they would 
be rehired if they tore up their 
union cards, Mitchell said. 

He also charged that families 
were ordered to move out of com- 
pany owned houses and Schenley 
foremen patrolled the roads, spying 
on union meetings in an attempt to 
identify employes attending them. 

Organization of employes at the 
grape ranch began last October, 
Mitchell said, and Scheniley officials 
then met with NFLU representa- 
tives, made some adjustments and 
started to negotiate a contract. 


The Associated Farmers, learning 
that a contract might be signed, 
threatened to run Schenley officials 
out of the state if they engaged in 
collective bargaining with NFLU, 
its head revealed. ’ 

Ordering picket lines around the 
ranch, Mitchell said picketing of 
Schenley property in other parts of 
the U. S. was under consideration 
in protest against the lockout of 
AFL members, His action followed 
support given by the Kern County 
Central Labor Council in placing 
the ranch on its “do not patronize” 
list. 

No reply had been received by 
Mitchell from a telegram he sent 
Lewis Rosensteil, Schenley’s presi- 
dent, asking him to intervene and 
see that the same good labor rela- 
tions were maintained on the ranch 
as in the rest of the industry 
operated by the whiskey firm. 


L. A. Labor Unites to Honor Memory of Union Leader 


LOS ANGELES (LPA)—A voca- 
tional training center in Israel, 
sponsored by this city’s entire labor 
movement, will honor the memory 
of Hyman D. Langer, late Pacific 
Coast director of the International 
Ladies’ Garment Workers’ Union. 

Heading the trade union me- 
morial committee for the center 
which will bear Langer’s name are 
W. J. Bassett, secretary-treasurer 
of the AFL Central Labor Council, 
and Albert T. Lunceford, who holds 
the same post in the CIO Council. 
The committee consists of repre- 
sentatives of local unions and coun- 
cils of every industry and trade, 
both AFL and CIO. 

The training center will offer 
courses to new immigrants, many 
of them refugees from totalitarian 
areas of Europe or from primitive 
Middle East lands. Cooperating in 


its establishment is Histadrut, the 
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Israel labor federation, in whose 
behalf Langer had long been active. 

Histadrut, which unites about 
440,000 Israeli in the strongest labor 
movement in the Middle East, ope- 
rates other such centers, maintains 
the largest medical network in the 
region and sponsors many indus- 
trial and agricultural cooperatives. 


British Labor Makes Huge 
Gains in Recent Elections 
LONDON (LPA) — Only five 
months after the Conservatives took 
office, there is a definite swing 
towards the British Labor Party. 
In elections in 62 counties in Eng- 
land and Wales, Labor kept control 
of eight county councils, and took 
four from the Conservatives, includ- 
ing Lancashire, where textile un- 
employment is increasing. Labor 
boosted its majority in the London 
county council to an all-time high. 
Labor took 196 séats from the 
Conservatives, 126 from Independ- 
ents, and 71 from Liberals and 
other small local parties. Of 3971 
county council seats Labor now 
holds 1247, Independents 1959, Con- 
servatives 674, other parties 91, 
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talking, among other things, about 
the new naval construction section 
of the Department of Defense ap- 
propriation bill.

Watchmakers Agree With FTC Ruling 


You are all well aware of the 
union's position with regard to the 
use of the word “free” in advertis- 
ing. Some of the members living 
in San Francisco who receive copies 
of the Labor Council's weekly paper 
called “Labor” may have read the 
article which appeared on page 
eight of the Friday, April 18 issue, 
with regard to the Federal Trade 
Commission ordering a firm to stop 
using the word “free.” 

For the benefit of the members 
who did not receive this paper due 
to living in the East Bay or down 
the Peninsuia, we are quoting the 
entire article as it appeared in the 
above mentioned issue: 

“When a firm advertising or sell- 
ing merchandise, describes some- 
thing as “free,” thd@s how it must 
be, without any strings. Modern 
Manner Clothes of New York found 
out—the hard way. 

“The Federal Trade Commission 
ordeted the firm to stop using the 
word “free” or any other word hay- 
ing the same import or meaning, in 
reference to any merchandise ‘which 
is not in truth a gift or gratuity or 
is not given without requiring the 
performance of some service inur- 
ing directly or indirectly to the 
benefit’ of the firm. 

“Modérn Manner Clothes § ap- 
pealed, and the U. S. Court of Ap- 
peals affirmed the FTC ruling. So 
the firm went to the Supreme Court 
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Anchorage Local informed the 
writer that he has about 30 men 
out of work. Men clearing into the 
Anchorage area will have to wait 
a couple of weeks before going to 


work. Most of the jobs will be 
working six 9-hour days, Room and 
board will be paid by the com- 


panies. The food is good and living 
conditions above par.

This is an opportunity to obtain 
the services of a trade clockmaker 
and we would like to see the mem- 
bers and retail jewelers patronize 
this new clock repairman. 


Pact Ends “Merit” System 


CHICAGO (LPA)—Automatic pay 
progression with increases each six 
months for four years was achieved 
in a contract between the Wieboldt 
department store here and the AFL 
3uilding Service Employes. 

Under the old “merit promotion” 
System, pay raises were at manage- 
ment’s discretion, and some em- 
ployes had worked for Wieboldt’s 
30 years without reaching top pay. 

The contract also brought a 4.7 
per cent pay increase for 3000 em- 


ployes, maximum allowed under 
stabilization rules, retroactive to 
January 31.

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Tax Concessions to Industry Do Harm 


AFL News Service 


Tax concessions and other bene- 
fits given industries to lure them 
to or hold them in communities 
are: (1) a grave cause of unemploy- 
ment; (2) a serious means of shift- 
ing the tax burden to workers; (3) 
a means of drastically cutting cor- 
poration taxes, and (4) a conceiy- 
able means of wrecking the Amer- 
ican economy. 

William Leader, president of Lo- 
eal 1 of the AFL American Fed- 
eration of Hosiery Workers, so de- 
clared in a statement inserted in 
the Congressional Record by Rep. 
William Green (D., Pa.). 

Leader pointed out that many 
southern towns are luring textile 
mills from New England by freeing 


the industries from a part or all of 
local taxes, Drastic unemployment 
has resulted in the textile areas in 
the North. 


Cities and even states, said 
Leader, are voting to borrow money 
to finance buildings and equipment 
for business. This is in addition to 
tax concessions. Leader points out 
that the money so raised must be 
repaid by local taxpayers. 


When a number of communities 
follow such a practice, said Leader, 
others consider themselves forced to 
go along. The competition among 
localities could become general. 
“States, cities and towns will be 
forced to go along or lose their in- 
dustries to those making the con- 
cessions.”

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The Federal Trade Commission 
accused the Trade Union Courier of 
falsely representing that it is en- 
dorsed by the AFL and 2000 of its 
local unions, 


The publication, privately owned 
and published in New York City, 
which has been repeatedly disa- 
vowed and denounced by the AFL, 
was also charged with engaging in 
unethical ‘advertising solicitation 
practices. 


A hearing was ordered April 29 
in New York at which the Trade 
Union Courier Publishing Corpora- 
tion and its officers will be given 
the opportunity to defend them- 
selves against charges of violation 
of the Federal Trade Commission 
Act. The officers were listed as 
Maxwell C. Charles and Bert Rad- 
dock. 

The complaint declared that the 
following claims by the Trade Un- 
ion Courier are “false, misleading 
and deceptive’: that the Courier 


| is endorsed by the AFL; officially 


endorsed by 2000 AFL unions; is 
affiliated with the American Labor 
Press Association and serviced by 
the International Labor News Serv- 
ice and the American Labor News 
Service. 

The FTC also charged that the 


Courier has placed advertisements 
of various concerns in the paper 


“without having received authori- 


zation” and then sought to exact 
payment, subjected firms and indi- 
viduals “to harassment, intimida- 
tion and unlawful demands for pay- 
ment of nonexistent debts.” 

The various actions charged, said 
the FTC, “are all to the prejudice 
and injury of the public and of re- 
spondents’ competitors and consti- 
tute unfair and deceptive acts and 
practices and unfair methods of 
competition.” 

In December 1949 the Michigan 
Federation of Labor complained 
that the Courier was trying to get 
money from business men in Lan- 
sing, Mich. for “an educational 
program to ffPht Communist influ- 
ence in the AFL.” 

At the request of the Michigan 
AFL, George Meany, AFL secre- 
tary-treasurer, again declared the 
Courier has no official connection 
with the AFL whatsoever, and that 
the Michigan solicitation was “un- 
authorized and without knowledge 
and sancticn of the AFL.” 

AFL President William Green in 
April 1950 issued a statement warn- 
ing all state federations and central 
labor unions to give no support to 
the Courier. In September 1951 The 
American Federationist, official 
AFL monthly magazine, issued an- 
other warning against the Courier, 
again pointing out that the Courier 
had no connection with the AFL 
and was not endorsed by the AFL.

RACINE, Wis.—The Amalga- 
mated Meat Cutters and Butcher 
Workmen of America, AFL, won 
recognition by a vote of 2% to 1 
over the left-wing Fur and Leather 
Workers at the Hisendrath Tan- 
nery, Racine, Wis. 

The Meat Cutters were granted 
jurisdiction over the tannery work- 
ers by the Executive Council of the 
AFL. Their jurisdiction was chal- 
lenged at Racine, and a National 
Labor Relations Board election was 
held. About 300 workers were in- 
volved. 

Previously, the Meat Cutters won 
an election 2 to 1 over the Fur and 
Leather Workers at the Eberle Tan- 
ning Company, Westfield, Pa, 
where 500 workers were involved.

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Catholic Labor Groups Are Described

Ed Marciniak, editor of Work, 
wrote the chapter on Catholics and 
Labor-Management Relations, pub- 
lished in the book, The American 
Apostolate (Newman Press, $4.25), | 
edited by Leo R. Ward, CSC, of the | 
University of Notre Dame. 


Work is published by the Cath- 
olic Labor Alliance, an organiza- 
tion open to any Catholic, Protes- | 
tant or Jew who “supports the com- 
mon, democratic objective of build- 
ing a social order founded on the 
principles of the labor encyclicals.” 

In his chapter, Marciniak de-| 
scribes the way in which the Cath- 
olic Labor Alliance and the Asso- 
ciation of Catholic Trade Unionists 
operate. 

He tells about tke Bishop’s Pro- 
gram, which in 1919 called for so- 
cial insurance against unemploy- 
ment, sickness, invalidity, and old 
age; a federal child labor law; legal |

enforcement of labor's right to or- 
ganize; public housing for work- 
ers; progressive taxation of inher- 
itances, incomes, and excess profits; 
stringent regulation of public util- 
ity rates; government competition 
with monopolies if necessary to se- 
cure effective control; worker par- 
ticipation in management; and co- 
operative productive societies and 
copartnership arrangements to en- 
able the majority of wage earners 
to “become owners, at least in part, 
of the instruments of production.” 

Marciniak says that labor schools, 
open to non-Catholics as well, are 
operated in Peoria, Ill.; Hartford, 
Conn.; Brooklyn, Los Angeles, Kan-

In what is undoubtedly one of its 
most significant sections, the report 
discusses the chief dilemma con- 
fronting the U. S. policy makers: 
whether to go into mass production 
of today’s weapons or to wait until 
improved models have been fully 
developed. 


According to the Wilson report, 
modern engineering and scientific 
developments have stepped up the 
rate at which today’s fighting 
weapons become obsolescent to a 
point that is “truly astonishing.” 
This continually forces the defense- 
chiefs to decide whether the tax- 
payer’s money is best spent to pro- 


The most crucial factor affecting 


present time is not so much produc- 
tion bottlenecks or shortages of 
materials. 

It is the estimate by defense of- 
ficials of what is going on in the 
mind of one man, Joseph Stalin. 

This is brought out by the recent 
report on the defense program by 
Charles E. Wilson, former defense 
mobilization director, submitted two 
days after he resjgned in a huff 
over the handling of the steel wage- 
price dispute.

The Kennedy bill, providing for 
establishment of safety codes and 


' regulations for protection of long- 


shoremen, stevedores and others in 
maritime work was favorably re- 
ported out by a House subcom- 
mittee headed by Rep. John F. 
Kennedy (D., Mass.), 

Statistics show that longshoring 


‘was the third most dangerous occu- 
pation in the country, next only to 


mining and logging. The Kennedy | 


bill requires every employer in the 


field to furnish and maintain em-, 


ployment in a place safe and health- 
ful for the workers. 


Responsibility for enforcement, 
according to the bill, would be in 
the Department of Labor.

“The American people need to 
wake up to the fact that our de- 
mocracy can be no stronger than 
the extent to which the people are 
guaranteed an exercise ef freedom 
of choice in selecting their repre-

“Now where do these men come 
from in the Congress of the United 
States? The great majority of them 
come from smoke-filled rooms, if 
you want to put it that way. 


“They are the choices of court-} 


house gangs, of corrupt political 
machines, of professional politicians 
who select them in the first place 
as their party’s candidates — and 
then all they give the voters in the 
general election in the fall is a 
choice between and among the evils 
that the party machines have se- 
lected as candidates. 

“And I think we must face the 
fact of reforming election proce- 
dures and elect men that the people 
really want. You are not going to 
do that until you get your reform 
in your primary laws. And that’s 
true of the Presidency as well as 
members of Congress.” 

Asked about the fact his own 
name has been entered in the Re- 
publican Presidential primary in 
Oregon, Senator Morse countered: 


“It’s against my will, In fact, I 
am in the novel position, I think, 
of being the only man in America 
saying to the people of his state— 
don’t vote for me for President. 


“What’s happened is that the po- 
litical opposition in my state, the 
Taft forces in my state, have put 
my name on the ballot against my 
will seeking to embarrass me po- 
litically and seeking to embarrass 
the candidate that I am supporting 
for the Presidency. 


“So I have to go out now and 
say to the people of my state, 
‘Don’t be a party to the trickery 
of the Taft forces. Vote against me 
for the Presidency, but vote for me 
as a delegate-at-large to the con- 
vention’.” 

The Senator is supporting the 
candidacy of General Dwight D. 
Eisenhower. 

POSITIONS SIMILAR 


At this point, Senator Humphrey 
was reminded that he, too, is a 
Presidential candidate, having been 
chosen as a “favorite son” in the 
Minnesota primary.

Charges that a great majority of 
the members of Congress are the 


of the respective state governments, 
needs to bé re-examined. Surely 
the principle of a party primary, a 
responsible party primary, is very 
desirable. 

“These party primaries ought to 
give an opportunity for people to 
participate as candidates and to 
seek the support of the electorate 
and the electorate should have an 
honest choice when it goes into the 
election booth—a variety of choices. 


“Now in the Presidential pri- 
mary—well, we have just got a 
hodge-podge at the present time.

AFL Supports Bills to Aid Jobless 


WASHINGTON (LPA) — The 
American Federation of Labor has 
thrown its support behind four bills 
to improve and extend unemploy- 
ment insurance, and it opposes a 
fifth. 

In testimony recently before a 
subcommittee on unemployment in- 
surance of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, Boris Shishkin, 
secretary of the AFL’s committee 
on social security, urged passage of: 

The Forand bill, HR 3391, which 
would extend coverage to employes 
of places having one or more work- 
ers; another Forand bill, HR 6954, 
which provides Federal reinsurance 
grants to strengthen systems in 
states whose funds have been de- 
pleted; 


The Dingell bill, HR 6174, which 
would provide supplementary bo 4 
fits under the defe 

The Roosevelt 
which would pet benefits to 
men being released from the Armed 
Services. 

He spoke against the Mills bill, 
which he said would benefit only 
better-off states at the expense of 
states that need Federal aid most. 

Shishkin listed three defects in 
the unemployment-insurance sys- 
tem: the low level of standards, the 
“wasteful and costly confusion aris- 
ing from the helter-skelter of 52 
different programs,” and the failure 
of the system to extend protection 
to employes of small firms in all 
states.

. Secretary of Labor Tobin, when he spoke before the Pacific 
Coast Management Conference in Berkeley last week, said that 
management and unions can be “partners in pursuit of produc- 
tion and profit.’ He continued: 


“I am not advocating the abandonment of management pre- 

rogatives. I'm advocating the growing tendency in manage- 
ment to accept and make use of the contributions workers can 
make through their unions to the well-being of the firm. 
_ “An enlightened management, instead of resisting trade 
unionism, can make trade unionism service in the interest of 
the firm. It can enlist union help in increasing productivity 
and reducing waste. It can draw far more heavily on the ex- 
perience and horse sense of the men in the shop in solving pro- 
duction problems.” 


——_—— 


Edwin H. Schell, head of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology's department of business and engineering admin- 
istration, discussed this same suject in New York recently. 

At the spring manufacturing conference of the American 
Management Association, Schell said that as more recognition 
is given to the ability and desire of workers to participate in 
management, industry can bring about a basic social change 
in closing “that artificial abyss of class distinction which has 
heretofore separated management and labor.” 

Schell says that a downward delegation of authority and 
responsibility already is in process at executive and administra- 
tive levels of business. He points to the great satisfaction that 
is given to any person who gets an opportunity to participate 
in decisions: 

“The wish to participate in the direction, guidance, and con- 
frol—in short, in the management of affairs is one of the deepest 
desires of man.” 


——— 


Some management men and some labor people have de- 
veloped attitudes through the hard, tough years of struggle 
which slow down this tendency our Secretary of Labor and 
this distinguished engineer are praising. 

Management fears that the unions would interfere unduly 
and break up plant and office discipline; the unions fear that 
management, undér the guise of informing labor about man- 
agerial problems, would put over propaganda indicating that 
the company couldn't afford to pay better wages and establish 
better conditions. 

Possibly experience has shown that in some cases neither 
of these fears was groundless. Yet it is encouraging to learn 
from a distinguished engineering expert and the Secretary of 
Labor that in many plants management and labor are laying 
these old fears aside. 

We might add that this Progress Edition of East Bay Labor 
Journal is itself a proof that business and labor can work 
together.

The trainees become structural 
steel shipment, fabricating steel 
used for buildings, bridges and 
other projects.

in This World 


By EDITH McCONN 


WHAT HAPPENED TO GER- 
MANY to turn it from a country 
which had supplied the world’s 
greatest musicians, some very great 
writers and artists, as well as phi- 
losophers and scientists, into the 
horror it became in two world wars, 
is a subject many of us have long 
pondered over. 


Early in this century Germany 
was a leader in education, and 
many of our most brilliant men 
were educated there. In high school 
and college, we all studied German. 
We read Guethe and Schiller and 
Heine and the German scientists. 


When it canie to music, who has 
surpassed Bach, Beethoven or Wag- 
ner? In the world of music, the 
whole world looked to Germany. 

Then came a couple of world 
wars, with Germany in the role of 
aggressor, and during the second 
one, at least, this land of high intel- 
lect and culture perpetrated some 
of the worst crimes the world has 
ever heard of. 


What happened? 

We'll probably never know, ex- 
actly, except that the wrong people 
got in control. At any rate, Ger- 
many, with our help, is trying to 
make a come-back as a civilized 
nation. : 

One of the moves in this direction 
is the Johann Wolfgang Goethe 
University of Frankfurt, whose rec- 
tor is Dr. Max Horkheimer, once a 
German but now a citizen of the 
United States. 

Dr. Horkheimer came to this 
country in flight from Hitler’s re- 
gime in 1933 and became a citizen, 
and on accepting the post in Frank- 
furt made it a condition that he 
would never surrender his United 
Statees citizenship. 

Dr. Horkheimer is worried, as are 
many others, by the revival of a 
sort of Nazism in Germany, and his 
university is doing all it can to 
foster the growth of democratic and 
progressive forces in Germany. 

“The old Nazis have a big mouth 
and they get attention,” he says. 
“The decent people don’t have a big 
mouth and they are overlooked, al- 
though there are more of them.” 


This university is famous for its 
clinics and laboratories, but was 
nearly wiped out by bombing dur- 
ing the War. Now it isin a process 
of rebuilding and has more than 
5000 students. It has an arrange- 
ment of exchange professors with 
the University of Chicago and is 
carrying on a program in liberal 
education. 

It is heartening to know, that 
after all that has hapepned in Ger- 
many there are still many people 
who are liberal, kindly and forward 
looking. They were overwhelmed 
and silenced for many years, but 
at last their voice is heard. 

It is also a warning to us. There 
are in this country a considerable 
number of people not too unlike 
the nazis. There are people bitter 
with race hatred, with class preju- 
dice, with hunger or power, who, if 
they got control, might well plunge 
us into something pretty horrible. 

All we have to do to let them get 
control is to be a bit lazy about 
watching what is going on in this 
country, about going to the polls to 
vote, about letting smart gangsters 
get into positions where they have 
no business to be. 

Eternal vigilance is the price of 
liberty, we’re often told, That’s no 
joke. 

Many of us now living have seen 
a great and respected people turned 
into a nation hated and despised 
by all. Let us not get too smug, 
too over-confident. Above all, let us 
not get too lazy. 

This is a year when we have the 
privilege of making decisions for 
ourselves. Let us get busy and make 
them.

But here’s 
a piece which gives you an idea 
what is expected of the B. A. Looks 
like he’d have to be Superman to 
fill the bill. 


A BUSINESS AGENT MUST 
LEARN how to perform the impos- 
sible, such as dividing one available 
job between 20 idle members, or 
give the job to one and keep the 
other 19 satisfied and in good hu- 
mor. 

This requires the ingenuity of a 
magician, a first-class salve artist, 
commonly referred to as a liar, or 
both. 

WHEN A MEMBER IS FIRED 
FOR INCOMPETENCE, he must 
sympathize with him and threaten 
to raise Cain with the employer, 
and retain the friendship and re- 
spect of both, 

He must be prepared to win all 
jurisdictional disputes, whether the 
claim is justified or not, or have 
a first class alibi for his members. 
In controversies involving mem- 
bers, architects, builders, contrac- 
tors and the public, he must suc- 
cessfully conclude negotiations to 
the satisfaction of all the parties 
and retain their respect and friend- 
ship. 

He should be ready to fight some 
of his members, individually and 
collectively, mentally or physically, 
or both. 

HE SHOULD AT ALL TIMES 
ASSIST the unfortunate members 
of his union. He should aid them in 
financing their homes, automobiles, 
radios, and similar financial trans- 
actions. 

He should keep a roll of money 
handy in order to slip a few dollars 
here and there—some to worthy

causes and to others not so worthy, 
such as to buy a few snifters, etc. 


He must buy tickets for all kinds 
of entertainment and donate to all 
kinds of charities in which mem- 
bers are interested. 


HE MUST BE PREPARED TO 
WINE AND DINE the dear broth- 
ers at all times, pay all the bills 
with a smile, and visit and sym- 
pathize with the sick and render 
financial assistance when necessary, 


He should attend weddings, di- 
vorces and funerals of all members 
and their families. Attend their 
trials, furnish bondsmen or sign 
their bonds at all hours of the night 
and be prepared to reach the judge 
or proescuting attorney and have 
enough political pull to fix all cases, 

He must listen sympathetically to 
all moral, financial and phygical 
problems of members, domestic or 
otherwise. 

HE SHOULD LEARN TO LO- 
CATE lost or missing husbands, ex- 
husbands or would-be husbands, 
brothers, fathers, uncles, or other 
missing members for their relatives 
or would-be relatives on _ short 
notice, 

THE IDEAL BUSINESS agent 
must be able to offer a solution to 
all problems of a local, state or na- 
tional character, regardless of their 
nature, even though the best minds 
in the nation are baffled by them, 


AFTER GRANTING FAVORS, 
financial or oherwise, to members, 
times without number, if the agent 
finds it absolutely necessary to re- 
fuse one time, he must be prepared 
to have them tell him, “O. K. 
Brother. I'll remember you at the 
ballot box next election.” 

And finally, after he has given 
the best years of his life to his ox- 
ganization fighting their battles and 
sitting on a volcano practically all 
the time, when he is almost ex- 
hausted and worn out because of 
the years of mental and physical 
strain, he must be prepared to have 
them give him the gate some fine 
day and replace him with a new 
and inexperienced man. 


Legitimate Unions Warned to Beware 
Of ‘Provisional Trade Union’ Group 


The Central Labor Council has 
concurred in the letter of State Fed 
Secretary C. J. Haggerty warning 
all unions to beware of an organ- 
ization calling itself the “Provi- 
sional Trade Union Committee for 
Repeal of the Smith Act.” 

After the vote of concurrence had 
been taken, Vincent Burda, Barbers 
134, pointed out that whatever 
might be the nature of the particu- 
lar organization condemned, the 
fact remained that the Smith Act 
was a menace to the liberties of 
all Americans. 

“Congressman Jack Shelley has 
very properly condemned the Smith 
Act,” said Burda, “and has said 
that it should be repealed.” 

Haggerty in his warning letter 
referred to the group in question 
as “this front committee.” 

The letterhead of national re- 
leases issued by this front organ- 
ization includes the name of one 
John D. Masso, a former Commu- 
nist Party political candidate in 
New York state. Other names on 


the letterhead include officials ex- 
pelled from the CIO because of 
slavish adherence to the Commu- 
nist Party line. 

In the San Francisco Bay Area, 
the front group has formed the so- 
called “Northern California Trade 
Union Committee for Repeal of the 
Smith Act.” 

The state letter reminded, that 
there is ample room within the 
American Federation of Labor to 
work for repeal of unfair legisla- 
tion. 

Haggerty urged that all AFL 
unionists continue the historic pol- 
icy of seeking a better government 
and better society through the 
means of the trade union move- 
ment. 

The letter warned that “any co- 
operation with the ‘Provisional 
Trade Union Committee for Re- 
peal of the Smith Act’ would be 
cooperation with those dedicated 
to the destruction of the free labor 
movement and the enslavement of 
all mankind.”
